My" stay in Bangkok, corrobor- 
ates Maugham's 'observations. 
Despite the common .denomin- 
ators, Bangkok has a flamboyant, 
langorous, splendid quality that 
sets it apart from all. other cities 
uVAsia. ' •' ■ \ 

A fc\v years ago, r had lunch 
with Jimmy Thompson at his 
Bangkok residence, Kong Loos, a 
fabulous house that 'contains' 
some of the finest Chinese art 
objects in jthe Orient. Shortly af- 
ter seeing, him in Bangkok, he 
had gone to Malayasla with two 

, friends and while there, he disap- 
peared into the jungle and 'has 
not been heard from. since. There? 
was some talk about his being 
kidnaped because it- was felt if 
lie had been attacked by an ani- 
mal .his remains would have been 
located. '. 

Following his disappearance, 
his- home has been set up under 
a foundation as a museum of 
sorts. The embassy 'opened' Jim- 
my, Thompson's home for .us so 
that we could see it. It is really 
better than a museum because all 
of the art pieces. arc in a more 
natural selling. I could pot help 
but recall; however, wtih sadness

Before our arrival/ there had 
been considerable speculation, in 
Congress regarding the danger of 
the United States becoming in- 
volved in another land war In 
Asia— this time to defend Thai- 
land. It wis thought that the 

. 50,00 American troops in Thailand 
were ' samehow committed to its 
defense through a 5001*61 1965 ac« 
ord. Responding angrily, For- 
eign Minister Thanat . Khoman 
had .seemingly requested *a with- 
drawal of U.S. forces from Thai- 

. land. 

* ' The matter was. further com- 



plicated when; Defense Secretary 
Laird stated . that he disapproved 
of the 1965 U.S.-Thai document as 
a' statement of policy while the 
State Department maintained 
that it was a contingency military 
plan which: could not be imple- 
mented without tho approval .of 
-.both government's. .Senator .Wil- 
liam Fulbrjght refused to visit 
the Pentagon and sec, the plan 
While, the. Pentagon refused to 
send the document across the Po- 
tomac so that it -would* be re- 
viewed by members of the Armed 
Services arid Foreign . Relations 
Committees- -. 

. , It was in this atmosphere that 
I sent a message to Ambassador 
Leonard Unger in Thailand ithat 
I would like to meet with" foreign 
Minister ■ Thanat. The ^ Foreign 
Minister promptly Invited' the 
Ambassador and me to a private 
lunch at. the "La Cave" Restau- 
rant at. Bangkok's. Erawah Hotel. 
We discussed the mutual mis- 
understandings that had; arisen 
over the secret 1965 contingency 
plarf and reports of planned troop 
withdrawals from Thailand. With 
some impatience, he noted that 
most references to U.S. forces in 
.Thailanbl.irhplie(l tha,t,these"forces 
were' there for the defense ot 
Thailand when, in reality, Thai- 
land was merely permitting the 
United States to base its forces 
there In order to support the war 
effort in Vietnam. "We do hot 
want U.S. Military forces defend- 
ing Thailand directly," -he said. 
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"We 4o not need them. ;. Any 
country that is worth its salt; th at 
has had a government serving its 
people as. long as ours has; 1 de- 
serves to fall if it cannot defend 
itself." . ;.■ V- ■>:"' ; v' , ''''^\ 

He made ft clear that he could 
not envision North ; Vietnam in- 
vading Thailand through Laos 
with sufficient . strength to suc- 
seed. The only means that the 
Communists could employ would 
be insurrection and infiltration 
and Thai forces-should be compe- 
tent 4 to handle this- with material 
arid technical assistance^ " 
- I expressed concern at the situ- 
ation and offered to ' do what 1 
could to help. Specifically, I- of- 
fered to issue a statement ex- 
pressing the Foreign Minister's 
view. " .My statement said in part:" 

"With respect to the 1065 Con- 
tingency Military Plan, the For- 
eign Minister -made it quite 
clear to me that .he did Inot con- 
sider this* document a treaLy, nor 
even an agreement as that term 
is generally used. It bound nei- 
ther government to any commit- 
ment of any 'kind without the ex-
